"Yes, 1 am a spy for the German gov- 
ernment," he said. 
"You can believe it 
or not—it makes no difference to me. 
I 
got my instructions from the (iorman 
government to go aboard the ship and 
blow her up to prevent her cargo from 
reaching Russia. 
T could have 
blown 
her up, but the captain's plea for his 
wife and daughter was too much f^r 
me and I hadn't the heart to do it. 
1 
am ready to take the consequences, but 
1 ask that they keep me ashore instead 
of sending me back to the ship, for t/o 
captain to take me in charge." 


Schiller had been told that as his daring 
exploit occurred outside the three mile 
limit, he would in all likelihood be taken 
to British po.=sessions in ttie West Indies 
for trial for piracy.

Schiller and to decide what to do with 
him. 
I fthe United States finds it has 
no Jurisdiction under International mari- 
time law he will be turned over to the 
representative of Great Britain.

with him believe he is irresponsible and 
that his story of his career Is not true. 


Captain Richard Bergrner, of the Ma- 
topho, said he is convinced that Schiller 
is a former naval officer. 


Search for Bombs. 


Despite his assertion that he had not 
concealed any bombs on the Matopho 
and had made threats to blow up the 
ship merely to frighten the captain and 
crew into obeying his commands there 
was still some doubt in the mind of Cap- 
tain Bergner, and a thorough search of 
the cargo of barbed wire and farm im- 
plements will be made before the vessel 
proceeds on its vo.vage to Vladivostok. 


The alleged pirate declares his identity 
must remain a mystery. 
"I prefer to b« 
known as "Schilier," he said. 
"I may 
have several other names but that is my 
own business." 
He denied that he was 
actuated by patriotic motives, but was 
after the $2,000 which he believed was in 
the vessel's safe when he made his bold 
attempt to <^ture the ship.

Army Ovens With Persh- 
ing's Expedition Turning 
Out Bread Daily. 


Field Headquarters American 
Expe- 
ditionary 
Forces, Colonia Dublnn, Chi- 
huahua," March 27.—(By ]^Iotor Tnick 
to Columbus. X. M., March 
31.)—Es- 
tablishment of a 
field 
bakery, 
on 
a 
i^Iexican 
plantation 
near 
headquarters 
had released half a dozen automobiles 
for other work which up to today have 
beeji disti^ibuting bread baked 
on the 
United Stiites border among the columns 
of the e.vpedition. 


The new 
field 
kitchens 
comprising 
two ovens each nearly the size of a 
garage are capable of turning out 5,400 
one-pound loaves of bread per day. 
A 
one-pound loaf of army bread is a day's 
ration for a soldier in the 
field. 
Tt is 
about the size of a derby hat but not 
' so symmetrical. 
The estimated cost of 
carrying this bread from the border to 
the bases in 
automobile 
trucks 
wa^i 
sixty dollars per day for gasoline fuel 
alone. 
More important than the sav- 
ing in money was the release of auto- 
mobiles and 
other transport 
facilities 
for carrying additional supplies. 
The 
space released can furnish, for example, 
a daily grain supply for about one regi- 
ment of cavalry. 


From Mexican Flour. 


The bread baked at the new ovens is 
from Mexican flour, the 
first 
obtained 
by 
the 
expcditionarj' 
columns. 
The 
ovens were made of native brick and 
adobe mud. 
Each oven has a large Are 
box, enclosed on all sides by very thick 
brick and mud walls. 
A wood fire is 
built in this box, burning for about an 
hour, until the temperature in the box is 
about six hundred degi-ees. 
Then 
the 
fire is removed quickly, a wet cloth on 
a pole wipes out the wooden ashes and 
on a wooden ladle with a handle about 
twenty feet long dough loaves are de- 
posited in the fire box. 
In about an 
hour they are done. 
The process is re- 
peated every two hours without inter- 
ruption, day or^night, the bakers work- 
ing in eight hour shifts. 
The yeast for 
this bread has been made from Mexican 
potatoes, in big barrels. 
A little sugar 
is put into the dough.

I. General 
Information — Omitting 
laMonB 4, 7 and 11, all of the past 
quarter's work has to do with the 
early, the apostolic church, covering 
a period of time from A. D. 30 to per- 
haps A. D. 37, six or seven years. 
The 
chief events are the resurrection oi 
Jesus, the coming of the Holy Spirit, 
the change In the apostles, particular- 
ly Peter, the conversion and baptism 
of 3,000 believers, fellowship and won- 
ders worked among these believers, the 
beginning of persecution, the selection 
of seven deacons, Stephen's testimony 
and death, the dispersion of the Chris- 
tians, the work of Philip, great growth 
in the early church. 


Historically these lessons have to 
do with the things that Jesus began 
and continued to do after his resur- 
rection through the power of the Holy 
Spirit. 
It is, therefore, a storyi of the 
power of the risen Christ. 
The prin- 
cipal characters are of two classes. (1) 
The leading workers. 
Of these are: 
Peter and John, apostles; the 120 dis- 
ciples, Barnabas, the seven deacons» 
particularly Stephen and Philip; the 
Ethiopian Eunuch and Gamaliel, who 
gave some friendly assistance. 
(2) 
The chief enemies: Those who falsely 
accused the apostles, the rulers of the 
Jews and the temple, Ananias and 
Bapphira, Saul and Simon Magnus. 


It is not diflScuIt to paint a word pic- 
ture of the events of the past quar- 
ter. 
This may be done by assigning 
to separate pupils such questions as: 
Where, when and why did the event 
of this lesson occur? 
To another pu- 
pil assign the task of telling what he 
thinks the scene looked like, and to 
still another to name the chief per- 
sons mentioned in each Ipsson. 
Let 
these assignments omit lessons 4, 7 
and 11, Avhich do not chronologically 
Bt into t' 
work of this quarter. 
The 
remaining pupils should be primed to 
supply any omitted facts and to cor- 
rect any mistakes. 


I. The Coming of Power. Lesson 1. 
The ascension of Jesus is one that 
shows us the risen Christ as the giver 
of the Holy Spirit and he is the All 
Powerful One who has carried for- 
ward the things Jesus "began to do." 
Lesson 2. This is very much the same 
except that it suggests the man side 
of this transaction. 
As the early dis- 
ciples obeyed, they received. 
In like 
manner the Spirit is given today to 
those that "ask him." Lesson 3 shows 
what efTect we may anticipate when 
we proclaim the fact of the 
risen 
Christ. 


II. The 
Use 
of 
Power. 
Lesson 5 
(omitting No. 4) has to do with the 
daily walk and work of those who had 
so recently received this newly be- 
stowed power. 
Through his servants, 
Jesus, by tne power of the Spirit, heals 
and makes strong the lame man at 
the temple gate—a case of "applied 
Christianity," the poTer of practical 
social service. 
As it result of this 
service Peter and John (Lesson 6) had 
opportunity to give their testimony to 
the rulers, the result of which con- 
founded the enemies who thought they 
had conquered Christ at Calvary—the 
use of power In testimony. 
The fur- 
ther evidence of how this new power 
was using men is that given in lesson 


the Christian Brotherhood at Jeru- 
salem. 


III. The Test 
of 
Power. 
Stephen 
(lesson 10) was one of those who had 
been separated for the care of th€ 
temporal affairs of the early church, 
yet his testimony and martyrdom eas- 
ily makes him more famous than most 
of the apostles and forever exalts the 
tayman in the Christian church. 


One other (lesson 12) of those seven 
deacons, Philip, was also so signally 
used and blessed that his name and 
deeds are almost as familiar to us as 
is the work of Stephen. 


In the first case this newly bestowed 
power filled the witness with a calm- 
ness and courage that will always ra- 
snain an inspiration, while in the sec- 
ond illustration Philip so gave himself 
to the direction and leadership of the 
Spirit as to go where he was sent; 
and when to human judgment 
his 
presence was essential to the carrying 
on of a great revival, he obeyed the 
new command and left the multitude 
to deal with a single individual. 


Jesus makes no reference to the 
"mass consciousness" and the Holy 
Spirit's power receives no greater or 
more far-reaching test than tbat which 
had to do with its dealings with the 
Individual soul. 


Each teacher should see to it that 
each scholar shall read these eight 
chapters several tii^es. If possible, be- 
fore the review occurs, in order that 
they may see the quarter's work as a 
whole, for It is indeed one story: the 
•tory of the risen Christ winning men 
to himself and equipping them to go 
forth In obedience to his last great 
oommand (Luke 24:46-49: Acts 1:8.)

241/3 bushels, the income is 40 cents. 
These results show that the beat laud 
made twenty-two times as imueh prolit 
as did the poorest land.

There is seldom doubt as to the ultimate fate of the outsfder, 
however benificent'his intentions, who mixes in a family fuss. He in- 
variably gets the worst of it, for the warring, factions usually forget 
for the moment their differences and combine to make common cause 
against him. Gn that basis, perhaps, the rioting at Muncie in the 
course of the strenuous wet-and-dry fight there should be left to the 
final adjudication of the Muncie folk themselves, but it is difficult to 
manifest patience with a situation like that or to repress condemna- 
tion for disturbance that is a disgrace to Muncie and to the state 
alike. 


The fight over the liquor issue at Muncie has been a desperate 
one. A small "wet" majority was returned at the recent option elec- 
tion, followed at once by cries of "fraud" and talk of contest by thQ 
temperance forces. Later the effort was started to make the cit;^ 
practically dry by remonstrance. Then an attempt was made to dy- 
namite the home of one of the leaders of the "dry" cause. Followed 
quickly, too, an invasion of the "dry" headquarters by "wet" sym- 
pathizers who, it is charged, attempted to gain forcible possession of 
the remonstrance signature icards. As the outcome of this clash a 
number of "dry" workers were arrested on charges of carrying con- 
cealed weapons, but a search at the police station revealed no arms 
and they were released. Leaving the place, however, they Avero be- 
set by thugs and a number were badly beaten—one, it'is feared, seri- 
ously injured. The later prospect was that it would be necessary to 
swear in a hundred or more special police officers to maintain order 
and avert further and perhaps more serious outbreak. 


That all this sort of thing is but hastening the day when the 
liquor business will be wiped off the map of the United States no one 
who thoughtfully appraises resultant effect will for a moment doubt. 
Adjudication by riot is an impossibility. No apparent victory gained 
the liquor interests through violence can endure. The American 
pipople in a spirit of fairness will not permit questions to be settled 
in that fashion. The Muncie "wets" who are resorting to dynamite 
and to fisticuffs as argument are beaten—whether they yet realize ii 
-or not. No cause which depends upon that sort of tactics ^ r its 
existence can long hope to be regarded with tolerance by the public. 
It is simply making use of the rope of opportunity to hang itself. 


The telegraph brings the information that Champion'Jess WiU 
lard has scorned an offer of $30,000 to fight another cultured gentle- 
man who is looking with longing eyes upon the championshiji, title 
now the property of Mr. Willard. 
There is a time in the life'of

Apparently the experience in the case 
of one young Thaw lad who was permitted to dole 6ut money with a 
lavish hand has failed to bring home any sort of valuable lesson what- 
ever. 


Fort Wayne is to be congratulated upon the very handsome man- 
ner in which her people are coming forward' to pledge the fund nec-/ 
essary^to insure the success of the big celebration^of the state's cen- 
tennial to be held here in June, The event will be on a big scale.

* Option Election. 


Auburn, Ind., March 
3 1 — t h e 
county .commissioners 
meet 
in 
their 
April session in Auburn Monday they 
wiU be confronted bj»^ a petition signed 
by the drj's of Garrett asking for a local 
option election in that city. If the com- 
miasioners flnd that the petition is signed 
by the necessary number of voters, they 
•will fix the date of the elfiction between 
' t\yenty and thirty days thereafter, ac- 
cording to law. 
Garrett at the present 
time_ is the only wet., spot in DeKalb 
county and if the saloons are voted out 
the county will go over -into the dry list. 
It is generally predicted that the rail- 
road city will go diy at this election as 
a sentiment has been growing against 
the saloons in that city for some time. 
The big majority returned at the local 
cpfton election in Auburn two, years ago 
has been a big encouragement to the 
drys of Garrett and they are preparing 
to make a fight to carry the election. 
The temperance forces liave been making 
their plans all winter, holding meetings 
frequently. - Their president is John B. 
Weaver. 
It Avas decided that the elec- 
tion should be held in AprH. 
On Tues- 
day the petition 
for an 
election 
was 
started in circulation and that night S6 
signatures had been obtained. 
A total 
of 18(; signatures • are necessary. 
The 
wet majority at the last' option election 
in 1911 wa-s 28fi, the vote being about 
two to one in favor of saloons. The tem- 
perance people 
believe sentiment 
has 
changed sufficiently in the meantime to 
pve a dry majority.

WHITLEY VETERAN PASSES. 


William C. Moore, Pioneer of County, 
Dies at Age of 77 Years. 


Columbia City, Ind., j^Iarch Sl.-Wil- 
liaik Charles Moore, a pioneer of Whit- 
ley county and up to the time of his 
death one of the oldest surviviner resi- 
dents, passed away at 
his home in 
Smith townahii), 
followins an 
illness 
'that began early in the year. 
lie was 
born in Ohio and came witii his parents 
to this county when he was a child. Ho 
Efot his education in the common sclioolw 
and remained on the farm with his par- 
ents until August. 1862, v.lien he en- 
listed in company B, Seventy fourth In- 
diana volunteers. 
He participjited in 
the 
battles 
of ChickíamauRa, iNlissinn 
Ridge ^and Atlanta and in the (Georgia 
campaign. At Jonesboro he was woun i- 
ed in September, 18(54, and was not able 
to take part in Sherman's march to the 
sea. He later rejoined liis regiment ami 
continued in scrvice until after the war, 
being mustered out in June, 1869. 
He 
was married in 1667 to Martha Comij- 
ton, and to them were born seven chil- 
dren, of whom six survive with their 
mother. 
Frank E. and Charles ^Moore 
and Mrs. 
Hallie 
Larrimore, 
of Fort 
Wayne, are among the children.

the universe, a subject only of the King 
of Kings. 


Listen to some of the last commands 
He gave 
to His disciples; 
commands 
that have been reverberating among tlio 
corrugations of my brain for a quarter 
of a ccntury. 
'Go and teacli all na- 
tions^.' 
He 
thought in terms of 
em- 
pires, 'Go and 
preach 
the 
gospel 
to 
every creature,' 'to the xittermo.st parv 
of the earth.' 
He talked in terms of 
continents and Avorlds. 


'•If yon want to talk 
business, 
the 
biggest investment this world lias is tlie 
gospel 
of Jesus 
Christ. 
It 
has 
done 
more toAvard the development of 
man 
and move toAvard the development { 
the Avorld than any other one force. 


'If I were asked to state what Avould 
be the best form of advertising for the 
great American Steel trust or Standard 
Oil or Baldwin locomotive Avorks (for 
W(.' took '27 BaldAvin locomotives 
out 
of the hold of one steamer in China) 
or the Singer sewing machine or any 
one of a dozen other great business con- 
corns, I should say take up the sup- 
port of one or two or a dozen mission 
stations or educational 
institutions,

The principal thought in Rev. Head- 
laud's address Avas that the Christian 
missionary leads in ciA-ilization and in 
all commercial enterprioes. 
"You can't

A-eloped in any non-Christian country in 
the Avorld," lie said. 


The Strategy of the Cross. 
At the lecture hour at 4 o'clock, pre- 
sided over by Dr. George R. Grose, pres- 
ident of DepauAv university. Prof. Lynn 
Harold Hough, D. D., spoke on "The 
Strategy of the Cross,'? Avliich was 
a 
masterpiece in logic and oratory. 


Prof. Hough took up the doctrine of 
the Unitarians, who believe that Jesus 
Christ -Avas only man and that he wa? 
not the Son of God, lioAveA'er, admitting 
that he was the best man Avho ever 
lived. 


"Suppose .Tesus was just a man and 
still the best man who ever lived, is 
it true that the Cross has a vital mes- 
sage to the Avorld?" 
Prof. Hough asked. 
"The ansAver is yes. 
If he Avas just a 
man his crucifixion Avas an act of great 
heroism. 
If only a man his death Avas 
not only a rcAciation of great courage, 
but a revelation of faith. 
It was also 
a reA'elation of love. 


"NOAV suppose Christ Avas more than 
man; that he Avas God come into human 
life, Avould it make any difference? 
I t 
certainly would. 
If the Son of God, his 
crucifixion Avould mean not that 
man 
had faith in humanity, but God 
had 
faith' in humanity. 
If only man 
had 
faith in humanity, maybe if he kncAv 
all he wouldn't have it. 
If Jesus Christ 
is God it means that a man who knows 
all about humanity stiH has faith in 
humanity. 
We haA'e a God who believes 
in humanity and has underAvritten the 
future of humanity 
by the death of 
Christ on the Cross." 


Cr-oss Revea'.s God's Love. 
The speaker declared that the Cross 
becomes 
a 
great 
revelation 
of IIOAV 
much God loves humanity. 
"I've got to 
have a God Avho has been hurt," he 
said. 
"A God who cares enough to get 
under the burden and take the risks of 
it. 
If Jesus is Son of God, the Cross 
is the heartbreak of God and not man." 


Prof. .Hough said there is something 
more important than personal salvation 
and that is the character of God for it 
is important to keep the right kind of 
God on the right kind of a throne.

— (Correspondence

Press) .—Groat inter- 
est has been created by the X'ccent meet- 
ing here of the National Medical asso- 
ciation. 
I t is t h e iirst time t h a t such 
a conference of western trained doctors 
has ever been held in China and, takeu 
in conjunction with the foundation of 
the National hospital in Peking, which 
will train Chinese medical students in 
western medical learning, the conferenc« 
is declared t o be fraught with the great- 
est possibilities for good. 
One or two 
foreign doctors gave addresses by invi- 
tation, 
notably. Dr. A. Stanley, 
the 
Shanghai 
medical 
ollicer of health, on 
'•Patent 
Medicines"—to 
the use of 
which t h e Chinese are much addicted. 
the 
main, 
the proceedings 
were 
in 
Chinese and the whole conference was 
wholly organized, as tlie association has 
been founded bv Cliinese alone. 


Dr. A\'u Lien-teh. M. D. Cantab, the 
well known expert on Manchui'ian pneu- 
monic 
plague, contributed a paper on 
"The Foundations of Modern 
H y g i e n e ' 
in 
China, recalling 
that 
in the Chou 
dynasty, 700 B. C., the a r t of physical 
culture 
Avas highly developed and tho 


importance of eating nothing uncooked, 
as 
a precaution 
against 
zymotic dis- 
ease, was inculcated by the state. 


iliss I d a Kahn, 
a

doctor, gave a brilliant lecture ou "Hy- 
giene in tiie Home."

whom one commands an e.xtensivc prac- 
tice in Shanghai. 


The question of finding Chinese cqul\-

Avhile the 
association has also founded a journai 
of its own. Only in the largest t r e a t y 
ports are Chinese beginning to go spon- 
taneously to foreign or foreign-trained 
doctors for treatment.

fashioned Chinese doctor has tried Ins 
hand and failed.

Rome, Italy, March 15.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press) .—Henry 
Kaller, formerly of the Fifth United 
States Cavalry, -who was one of the few 
AmericanB in the Serbian retreat, de- 
clares that during: the journey to Pod- 
goritza in Montenegro, in a four-days 
snow storm more tlian fifty thousand 
men died. 


"They died so fast,"' he said, "that 
they fell every few yards all along the 
road." The wagons and carts went right 
over tlieir bodies. 
Nobody thought of 
trying to turn out of the way, but there 
were so many they could not but driv« 
over them. 
The roads were full of 
niudholes. 
At one place I saw no les« 
than seventeen horses dying in one im- 
mense puddle, unable to pull themselves 
out. 


"I saw hundreds 
and thousands o/ 
ragged men, M-ith their feet swollen too 
nuicli to wear shoes or to walk on them, 
crawling along for miles on their hands 
and knees through the blinding snow, 
finally stopping and dying 'soon after- 
wards. 
They never made any appeals 
for help. 
lit wouldn't have been any 
use. 
Besides, they were too far gone, 
to know Avhat the.y were about, that 
they were dying. 
Their last effort to 
keep them going was jncrely a mechani- 
cal operation. Of course the great mor- 
tality all along our route was due to 
the barren nature of the country we 
were traversing, Avith no shelter for but 
a comparatively few of us. 
Tlierp were 
oven no forests where we migl;. have 
felled trees and built temporary quar- 
ters. 
Onr iires for the most part were 
small, with barely enough wood to heat 
water."' 


Ilaller, who waa on a visit to I^uda- 
pest Avhen tlie war began, enlisted in 
tlio Austrian army and was serving as 
a bugler when, six months later, he was 
taken prisoner by the Serbs and thou 
finally ma-\'hed with 7r),000 other Aus- i 
trian soldiers across the mountains into 
Albania and "there turned loose on the 
shores of the Adriatic to fight for life 
against cliolcra, fever and starvation." 


"We wore supposed to haA'e started on 
that retreat."' .«aid Kaller, "with a Serb 
army of over two hundred 
thousand 
men and sovrnty-iive thousand Austrian 
lirisoners. 
Not more than a hundred 
and lifty thousand of the whole lot "ot 
over the mountains. 
It was not be- 
cause the Austrians or the Bulgarians 
pursued \is, however, with much activ- 
ity. 
We (lied merely bccause of disease, 
liunger and exhaustion. 


"Tile worst part ot" the journey began 
at the Albanian frontier. 
The Albani- 
ans 
have 
in times ))ast been 
badly 
treated by the Serbs, and they took this 
thance to s(iuare old scores. The^' shot, 
killed, robbed and murdered us at every 
stc)) 
of tlie 
way. 
For 
instance, 
at 
Linn, some Sorb oflicers and a compa.ty 
ot stragglrrs on horseback were 7net in 
the uiiddie of the road by a few peas- 
ants and ordered to give up their horses 
and tlicir money. 
It was plain highway 
rul)I;erv and they refused. The peasants 
ran away and within a couple of m;n- 
uti's more than a thousand shots were 
lircd out of the bushy hillside, killing 
iDOst of the Serbs. 


"The food )irobleui was terrific even 
in Albania. 
.A iialf pouiid of bread was 
sold at ten <linars. aliout two dojlars. 
As I had a little money at Stürza 1 
bought iivc [)()UMds ,)!' oka beans. 
Had 
I not been able to get these beans, 1 
V. iM.ld today be a dead man. 
I had 
just said to myself 
'I can"t go any 
furtlier," wlien 1 per.'^uaded a peasant 
woman to sell me the bean.». 1 ate beans 
twice a dav, making a sort of soup out 
of them. i)utting in a little salt. 
At 
that 1 was far luckier than the fellows 
wlio had to boil harness leather for five 
or six hours in order to make the hot 
Mater taste like soup. 
I saw meu act 
like savages, eating 
pieces of brown 
paper. 


"There were perhaps not more than 
two tliou.sand women among the retreat- 
ing horde with us and it is a fact Avorth 
recording that they were kindiv treated 
and iiiveu whatever comforts were avail- 
able by soldiers Avho were otherwise 
dead to everv feeling. 
I have seen 
such men, gaunt, staggering along, half- 
naked, Avith a feAv pieces of cloth for 
shoes, unable to spetik, 
Avitli barely 
strength left to stop near a dying horse 
and cut a stringy steak from its flank, 
st raigliten uji for a moment near one of 
the women"s carts and smilingly tender 
their last mouthful of food to some of 
the women. 


"The treatment of the Avomen of this 
dreadful retreat Avns to me the most 
wonderful, the most moving, the most 
heroic part of the Avhole retreat. 
These 
poor women in their flight from their 
homes had in man.y cases been unable 
to bring enough clothes to cover them. 
Often they Avere Avithout stockings or 
underskirts, or hats or shaAvis or cloaks.

I have seen time and time again some 
freezing soldier take off hia oven-cat 
and forcé it upon some one of these 
women, and seem almost ashamed . to 
look npon her shivering body 
as 
lie 
made the offer. 
Then he would search 
along the road for hours until he was 
able to strip some dead man of his 
clothes to replace that which ho had »0 
freely given." 


Wiiat Waller regarded as his most re- 
markable experience was the sight af 
a mad soldier dying from starvation. 


"Clothed only in a ragged xmdershirt he 
was running barefoot down ii snow- 
covered Albanian road straight as an 
arrow, bellowing as he ran," he said. 
"Ho ran on and on down that road, see- 
ing nothing yet wonderfully avoiding 
stumbling over the bodies of other dead 
and dying soldiers and the meat-strippoil 
carcasses of 
the army 
horses 
wl^ch 
blocked the waj'. Suffering intensely as 
I myself was. I turned and 
watched 
this strange figure. At last a half mile 
down tl>e road he pitched forward and 


as I ))assed him later I saw he was 
etone dead."' 


"Other than that incident there is one 
other that will stick in my memory so 
long as I live," said Ha Her. 
"This was 
the hanging of a Serb mother by the 
Austrian troops before I was n)ade a 
prisoner. 
We were marcliing across a 
rough country near Lochnitzcr when wc 
stopped near a wayside hut at its sprin^i 
to get a drink.

It is Paft of Transforma- 
tion Made by War in 
England. 


London, March 
20.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press).—Hardly leas 
remarkable than the swift transforma- 
tion of England into a powerful "Inili- 
tary "nation has been the silent upheaval 
that has placed the civil work and the 
industries of 
the workshops in "the 
handi of women. It has been estimated 
from official figures that 
there were 
fully 2,000,000 more women in active 
employ on March 1, 1916, than on the 
corresponding (lay twelve nionths earlier. 
Moreover, the number is increasing week 
by week. 


Every class of women, including those 
previously 
regarded 
as 
leisured 
and 
well-to-do, are adding to the tetal. 
The 
call is reaching the remotest hamlets as 
well as the quiet market towns, and 
the women and girls are responding. The 
women are mobilizing in a great army, 
ready to serve wherever they are most 
needed—even to the hard labor of the 
tilling of the soil. 


Such changes in the national, com- 
mercial and industrial spheres arc nat- 
urally 
creating 
considerable readjust- 
ment of social conditions with the re- 
sult that the Young Women's Christian 
Association, Women's Unions, guffragist 
organizations 
and 
scores of 
women's 
clubs are confronted Avith many new 
problems in helping to care for the thou- 
sands of women suddenly thrown into 
a new environment. 


The initial difficulty to be dealt with 
has been that of housing the workers 
in the munition factories. 
All sorts of 
factories have been requisitioned in the 
provincial towns upland down the coun- 
try, calling for large draft.«» of workers 
from, outside. 
Lodgings have been hard 
to find, and. of course, following all 
laAvs of supply and demand, have been 
costly, even if they could be found at 
all. 
Railway 
communication s 
with 
places at any distance have been un- 
satisfactory, especially for those on the 
nijKbt shifts. 
Only in the larger cen- 
ters of population has the service; of 
tram cars or omnibuses been of any 
help to those livinir at a distance. 


Thousands upon thousand,s of .young 
women and girls were suddenly shifted 
from their familiar surroundings in the 
larger cities to the new life in the coun- 
try where many of the huge munition 
factories have been erected. 
The man- 
ufacture of high explo.'sives is not per- 
mitted in the vicinity of homes. 
There- 
fore, canteens had to be established 
close to such works so tiiat the wome« 
would not have to go long distances for 
their meals, and relieve them of much j 
fatigue and strain. 


Perhaps 
the ideal 
conditions have 
been rcachcd by one famous firm en- 
gaged in the manufacture of cordito. A 
colony for the workers was erected in a 
long series of wooden huts each con- 
taining some twenty-eight two-beddi>c! 
rooms. 
In the cen.ter of all is a dining 
Iiall with' a perfectly equipped kitchen, a 
recreation roon), and a small model hos- 
pital. As .soon as these plans have been 
approved the fir'in had one of the wom- 
en's organizations take up the responsi- 
bilities for thom in behalf of the girls 
employed. 


Public imagination is more stirred at 
the idea of women's labor in shell, fuse 
and explosive inaking than It is over the 
vast 
a r m y engaged ,in the more hum- j 
drum round Of business routine. 
But 
the fact is that the woman who is forced 
to work in the oilices of the govern 
ment. municipalities, bankf, 
factories 
and stores is much worse ofT than her 
sister in the munitions works. 
She re 
ceives lesHj pay and very little atten 
tion is paid to her welfare. But she is 
sustaining the fabric of the state to no 
less extent.

New Zealand Sending Out 
Nurses to Educate 
Mothers.

Wa8hing.ton, 
ilarch 
3).—Why 
does 
New Zealand have the lowest infanc 
mortality rate in the world? 


Why does the United States rank fif- 
teenth in the number of babies under 
one year who die annually? 


How 
does New ZeiilanJ treat 
her 
baby problem, and why can't the United 
States equal the New Zealand record? 


These are questions raised by the re- 
cent national baby Aveek. 


New Zealand has a death rate of 51 
babies in every 1,000. The United States 
census has a death rate of 124 in evei> 
thousand. 


The difference is this: New Zealand 
has organized to improve the health, of 
women und children; the United States 
has scarcely conuncHced to cyen study 
the problem. 


Julia C. ].,athrop, chief of the chil- 
dren's bureau, e.\plained the New Zea- 
land method to me. 


The low infant death rate there is, 
in a large measure, due to the work of 
the New Zealand Society for the Health 
of ^Vomen and Children, organized by 
Dr. Trub\ King, Lord Plunket, and his 
wife, Lady Plunket. 


liady 
Plunket 
traveled about 
New 
Zealand, lecturing and helping mother» 
and babies. 
The nurses of the society 
are called the "Plunket nurses." 


The society i» supervised by the gov- 
ernment, which givcB financial.aid. 


The society baa eight branches. Ijocal 
committe*9, with a membership of ir> or 
20, have been organised in every town- 
ship. A)^out 70 local committees are in 
existence. 
They 
arrange 
for 
nurses' 
visits, and between the visits carry on 
the work. 


The main 
function of the Plunket 
nurses is to cducate and help parents 
and others, in the hygiene of the home 
and nursery, with a view to conserving 
the health of the whole family, while 
directing attention to the needs of the 
tiiother and offspring. 
* 


The nurse works within a radiiis of 
itbout ftO miles. She resides at the cen- 
ter and makes periodical visits tu the 
neighboring towns and outlying district« 
every we«k, every month, or so. 


The nurses correspond with mothers 
and expectant mothers. 
Their services 
•re fret to any member of thf commiih- 
iiv—vMi or noor-^bni tbfw« 
\o 


contribute to the work of the society 
are urgeil to do so. 


In cases of emergency a nurse may 
act as maternity nurse, but must not 
stay with the case more than 24 hours. 
The newspapers of Xew Zealand pub- 
lish a weekly column known as "Our 
Babies" column. 


The ^column gives addresses and tele- 
phone numbers of all the Plunket nurses 
and contains each week some special ar- 
ticle on infant care and hygiene.

pital in the dominion, and one of the 
best in the world. 
All of the active of- 
ficers of the society are women.

Jt will cost the war department about 
that sum to recruit the additioiiAl 25,- 
000 men authorized by congiess to fill 
up tlie lanks of the existing army to 
war 
strength. 


Last vear the recruiting servic; en- 
listed 48,813 men at a cost of $87 per 
head. 


"It 
will cost us approximately 
tht 
same amount per capita to enlist 
the 
additional men," said Lieut. Col. Pey- 
ton C. March, who is in charge of re- 
cruiting in the adjutant general's office. 


"The question of getting recruits for 
the army."' continued Col. March, ' is 
a purely business proposition. 
A cam- 
paign is conducted on the same piau 
that a big corporation would conduct an 
advertising campaign. 


"If a big business conccrn decides to 
push the sale of its product by adver- 
tising. it would be planned by expert,-. 
That is what our problem consists of. 
We are selling jobs in the army. 


"We have to go into the labor mar- 
ket and bid against private 
employers 
for 
men. 
We 
advertise 
to 
tell 
the 
young 
men 
how 
much

earn, 
what he will get in addition to his pay 
—what he can learn in the arm.v. titi 
opportunities there are to see the world 
and educate himself, and so on.

Amherst Wreck Inquiry is 
Simmering Down to 
Two Questions. 


Clovolancl. Ohio. Mari;!; 31.—Vfith ,thc 
main issue before them whetiier man 
failure or machine failure caused 
the 
wreck of three New York Central trains 
near Amherst. Ohio, early 
Wednesday 
federal and state investigators planned 
today 'to go to the bottom in an inquirj' 
that'was expected to last throughout tlic 
da V. 


Previous to the convenirfg tins morn- 
inpt of the representatives . of the inter- 
state 
commerce 
commission 
and 
the 
Oliio utilities commission it wa« under- 
stood that A. H. Ernst, the signal tow- 
erman had been 
tentatively 
absolved 
from blame for the wreck, the death list 
from 
which 
stood 
this 
morning 
twentv-eight. 


Vrith Krnst out of it as the cause of 
the wreck, the inquiry was expected to 
simmer down to these two questions: 


Did Engineer Herman Hess. Toledo 
pilot of the second section of Xew York 
Central train 86, run by two signals 
one ordering him to proceed with "cau 
lion" and the« other ordering him to 
stop his train? 


Or did the elaborate, 
costly 
signal 
mechanism, designed 
to- prevent 
such 
disasters, fail in the final test? 


Ernst and Hess were to appear as 
principal v.-itnesses at the examination 
today. 


Ernst has flatly asserte<l he did not 
put up a signal to stop tlie first section 
of train 86 which 
was 
smashed 
by 
Hess's .section. 
He argues if the tower 
or '•hem;-" '^ignal showed red as every 
one is 
' i d it did, the system was out 
of worl;i;;'.r .order. 


Engineer Hess has asserted tiie-two 
signals he passed before crashing into 
the train ahead showed "clear."' 


After the crash when Hess went back 
to look, he says he found the signal 
showed rod. 


He gives it as his belief that tho 
signal sy.stem was defective. 


A. II. Hancock, chjef night dispatcher 
of 4he 2Cpw York Central, was the first 
witness called when the state and fed 
eral investigators opened the formal in 
quir>'. *He was to be followed on the 
stand by E. F. Bausch, dispatcher ou 
duty at the time of the wreck. 
The 
two men were to testify as to the or- 
ders on which tho two sections of train 
86 and the Twentieth Century 
limited 
were proceeding. 


At the opening of the hearing W. H. 
Relnap, chief of the 
inter-state 
com- 
merce 
commission 
division 
of 
safety 
who presided, ordered the exclusion of 
all witnesses from the room until the 
time came for them to testify. 
Thii 
was to prevent 
possible collusion 
by 
witnesses in telling the same story from 
the stand.

TO MWE WEIGHT 


Sale of Live Poultry With 
Food in Crop Forbidden 
in New York. 


Now Y^'ork, !March 3T.—An order for- 
bidding the sale of live poultry witli 
food in their crop at the time of the sale 
will be put into ciTect ^Monday in New 
York city. Tlie order as issued by .lohn 
J. Dillon, state conimissionrr of foods 
and markets, who says that several mil- 
lion consumers suffer in health and puv.se 
from the Avidespread practice of stuilijig 
the crops of birds to increase the weiglit. 
Conditions investigated and described hy 
the federal department of 
agiiculture 
two years ago still persist, ]Mr.'Dillon 
declaied. 


New Yorkers are paying $7,000,000 a 
year for a mixture of sancì gravel, meal 
paste and water, he said, and the chick- 
ens whose crops have been- so stuffed 
become diseased as a result and will die 
in three or four days if not killed. 


The commissioner 
said 
that 
where 
crops had been stuffed according to a 
favorite process the weight of the stuf- 
fing amounted to about 20 per cent of 
tho weight of the bird. 
There are 7,000 
carloads of live poultry shipped to .New 
York from western states annually with 
approximately 5,000 fowls to a cai, to- 
talling about 140,000,000 pounds of poul- 
try. 
This poultry retails fqr approxi- 
mately 25 cents a i)ound, making the 
cost to the consumer .$35,000,000. 


"\\nule wc cannot directly reach the 
guilty shippers, ' added Mr. Dillon, "we 
can ieacli them through the dealers in 
New York city, for they will be forced 
to decline to purchase 
poultry 
which 
may be confiscated after it gets here. '

Each oven has a large fire 
box. enclosed on all sides b'y very thick 
brick and mud wall?. 
A wood fire is 


built in this box, burning for about an 
hour, until the temperature in the box is 
about six hundred degrees. 
Then the 


fire is removed quickly, a wet cloth on 
8. pole wipes out the wooden ashes and 
on a wooden ladle with a handle about 
twenty feet long dough loaves are de- 
posited in the fire box. 
In about an 


hour they are done. The process is re- 
peated every two hours without inter- 
ruption, day o_r night, the bakers work- 
ing in eight hour shifts. The yeast for 
this bread has been made from Mexican 
potatoes, in big barrels. A little sugar 
is put into the dough.

Information — Omitting 


IMOBB 4, 7 and 11, all of the past 
Qujrter'i work has to do with th« j 
early, the apostolic church, covering 
a period of time from A. D. 30 to per- 
haps A. D. 37, six or seven ye*rs. The 
chief events are the resurrection ol 
Jesus, the coming of the Holy Spirit, 
the change in the apostles, particular- 
ly Peter, the conversion and baptism 
of 8.000 believers, fellowship and won- 
ders worked among these believers, the 
beginning of persecution, the selection 
of seven deacons. Stephen's testimony 
and death, the dispersion of the Chris- 
tians, the work of Philip, great growth 
In the early church. 


Historically these lessons have to 


do with the things that Jesus began 
and continued to do after bis resur- 
rection through the power of tho Holy 
Spirit. It is, therefore, a story of the 
power of the risen Christ. The prin- 
cipal characters are of two classes. (1) 
The leading workers. Of these are: 
'etor and John, apostles; the 120 dis- 
iples, Barnabas, the seven deacons, 
larticularly Stephen and Philip; the 
Ethiopian eunuch and Gamaliel, who 
;ave some friendly assistance. 
(2) 


Tha chief enemies: Those who falsely 
.ccused the apostles, the rulers of tho 
ews and the temple, Ananias and 
japphlra, Saul and Simon Magnus. 


It is not difficult to paint a word plo- 


.ur« of the events of the past quar- 
ter. 
This may be done by assigning 


to separate pupils such questions as: 
Where, when and why did the event 
of this lesson occur? To another pu- 
pil assign the task of telling what h« 
thinks the scene looked like, and to 
«tlll another to name the chief per- 
sons mentioned in each lesson. 
Let 


these assignments omit lessons 4, 7 
and 11,, which do not chronologically 
fit into t' j work of this quarter. The 
remaining pupils should be primed to 
supply any omitted facts and to cor- 
rect any mistakes. 


I. The Coming of Power. Lesson 1. 


The ascension of Jesus is one that 
shows us the risen Christ as the giver 
of the Holy Spirit and ho is tho All 
Powerful One who has carried for- 
ward the things Jesus "began to do." 
Lesson 2. This is very much the sam» 
except that it suggests the man sida 
of this transaction. As the early dla- 
ciples obeyed, they received. In like 
manner the Spirit is given today to 
those that "ask him." 
Lesson 3 shows 


what effect we may anticipate when 
we proclaim the fact of the risen 
Christ. 


II. Th» Use of Power. Lesson 


(omitting No. 4) has to do with the 
daily walk and work of those who hac 
so recently received this newly be- 
stowed power. Through his servants 
Jesus, by tne power of the Spirit, heals I 
and makes strong the lame man at ' 
he temple gate—a case of "applied j 
Christianity," the pcrver of practical 
social service. As u result of this 
service Peter and John (Lesson 6) had 
opportunity to give their testimony to 
the rulers, the result of which con- 
founded the enemies who thought they 
had conquered Christ at Calvary—the 
use of power in testimony. The fur- 
ther evidence of Tiow this new power 
was using men is that given in lesson

III. The Test of Power. Stephen 


(lesson 10) -was one of those who had 
been separated lor the care of the 
temporal affairs "of the early church, 
yet his testimony and martyrdom eas- 
ily makes him more famous than most 
of the apostles and forever exalts the 
layman in the Christian'church. 


One other (lesson 12) of those seven 


deacons, Philip, was also so signally 
used and blessed th^t his name and 
fleeds are almost as* familiar to us as 
la the work cJ Stephen. 


In the first case this newly bestowed 


.power filled the witness with a calm- 
ness and courage that will always re- 
main an inspiration, while in the sec- 
ond illustration Philip so gave himself 
to the direction and leadership of the 
Spirit as to go where he was sent; 
and when to human judgment -hia 
presence was essential to the carrying 
on o£ a great revival, he obeyed the 
new command and left ths multitude 
to deal with a single individual. 


Jesus makes no reference to the 


"mass consciousness" and the Holy 
Spirit's power receives no greater or 
more far-reach ins test than that which 
had to do with its dealings with the 
Individual soul.

The Rioting at Muncie. 


There is seldom doubt as to tlie ultimate fate of the outsider, 


however bpuitiuent his intentions, who mixes in a family fuss. He in- 
variably gets the worst of it, for the warring factions usually forget 


for the moment their differences and combine to make common cause 
against him. On that basis, perhaps, the rioting at Muneie in the 


course of the strenuous wet-and-dry fight there should be left to the 


final adjudication of the Muncie folk themselves, but it is difficult to 


manifest patience with a situation like that or to repress condemna- 
tion for disturbance that is a disgrace to Muncie and to the state 
alike. 


The fight over tho liquor issue at Muncie has been a desperate 


one. 
>A small "wet" majority was returned at the recent option elec- 


tion, followed at once by cries of "fraud" and talk of contest by th<» 
temperance forces. Later the effort was started to make the c 
practically dry by remonstrance. Then an attempt was made to dy- 
namite the home of one of the leaders of the "dry" cause. Folio wee 
quickly, too, an invasion of the "dry" headquarters by "wet" sym- 
pathizers who, it is charged, attempted to gain forcible possession a: 
the remonstrance signature cards. As the outcome of this clash 
number of "dry" workers were arrested on charges of carrying con 
ccaled weapons, but a search at the police station revealed no arm 
and they were released. Leaving the place, however, they were he 
set by thugs and a number were badly beaten—one. it is feared, scri 
ously injured.

ing here of the. National Medical asso- 
ciation. 
It is tile, first time that Mich 


a conference of western trained doctors 
has ever been held in China nnd, takeii 
in conjunction with the foundation of 
the National hospital in Peking, which 
will train Chinese meilieul students in 
western medical learning, the conference 


declared to be fraught with the great 


est possibilities for good. 
One or two 


"oreign doctors gave addresses by invi- 
tation, notably. Dr. A. Stanley, 
th.; 


Shanghai medical ollicer of health, on 
''Patent 
Medicines"—to 
the 
use of 


which the Chinese are much addicted. In 
the main, tho proceedings 
were 
in 


Chinese and the whole conference was 
wholly organized, as the association has 
been founded by Chinese alone. 


Dr. Wu Licn-'teh, M. D. Cantab, the 


well known expert on Manchurian pnei 
monic plague, contributed a paper on 
"Tim Foundations of Modern Hygiene' 
in China, recalling that in the Chcm 
dynasty, 700 B. C., the art' o[ physical 
culture was highly developed and the 


importance of eating nothing uncooked, 
as a precaution against zymotic dis- 
ease, wan inculcated by the state. 


Miss Jda Kahn. a Chinese woma.i 


doctor, gave a brilliant lecture on "Hy- 
giene in the Home." 
There were thrc« 


Chinese 
women 
doctors 
present, 01 


whom one commands an extensive prac- 
tice in Shanghai. 


The question of finding Chinese, equiv- 


alents for English medical terms occu- 
pied an important place in the discus- 
sion. These simply have to be invented. 
Somi; of the speakers hail been trained 
in Japan and advocated the adoption of 
already existing Japanese terms, as 
be.ing more easily assimilated by Chin- 
ese than Knglish words. 
But the ma' 


jority were in favor of Chinese. 


Much thought was also given to the 


educating of the public in medical mat- 
ters, to deal with which a permanent 
sub-committee was appointed, while tho 
association has also founded a journal 
of its own. Only in the. largest treaty 
ports are Chinese beginning to go spon- 
taneously to foreign or foreign-trained 
doctors for treatment. Cases taken to 
mission hospitals of the interior are 
:oo often only those, at which the old- 
'ashioned Chinese doctor lias tried his 
mud and failed. And as the loss of i 
laticnt may lead to the doctor's bein: 
mobbed, or even to 
his 
house being 


Diirncd down, the pioneers of the Na- 


tional Medical association need plenty 
of courage. 


Tlie conference ended with the pass- 


ing of a number of resolutions calling 
upon the government for the regulat!on 
of the sale of patent medicines, the sup- 
ply nf pure drugs and the stumping aut 
of tuberculosis, which, it has been esti- 
mated, kills one Chinese every seven 
seconds.

Kumr, Italy. March la.— (Correspond- 


ence of Tlie Associated 1'res.O.— Henry 
Haller, formerly of the Fifth United 
States Cavalry, wlio was one of the few 
Americans in the Serbian retreat, de: 


dares that during tl»« journey to Pud- 
goritza in Montenegro, in a four-days 
Mioxv storui more than fifty thousand 
jueu died. 


"They died so fast," he said, "that 


they fell every few yards all alonjt the 
road. The waj-oua and carts went right 
over their bodes. Nobody thought of 
trving to turn out of the way, but there 
were so many they could not but drlvt: 
over them. 
The roads were full of 


mudholes. At one place 1 saw no leej 
than seventeen 'horses dying in one im- 
mense puddle, unable to pull themselves 
out. 


"I saw hundreds 
and thousands o- 


ragged men, with their feet swollen too 
much to wear shoes or to walk on them, 
crawling along for miles on their hands 
and knees through the blinding snow, 
finally stopping and dying 'soon after- 
wards. They never made any appeals 
for help. 
It wouldn't have been any 


use. 
Besides, they were too far gone, 


to know what they were about, that 
they were dying. Their last effort to 
keep them going was merely a mechani- 
cal operation. Of course the great mor- 
tality all along our route was due to 
the barren nature of the country we 
were traversing, with no shelter for but 
a comparatively few of us. There were 
even no forests where we mi^ht have 
felled trees and built temporary quar- 
ters. Our fires for the most part were

small, with barely enough wood to heat, 
water." 


Haller, who was on a visit to liuda- 


pest when the war began, enlisted ill 
t!ie Austrian army and was serving as 
a bugler when, six months later, lie was 
taken prisoner by the Serbs and then 
filially marched with 75,000 other Aus- 
trian soldiers across the mountains into 
Albania and "there turned loose on the 
shores of the Adriatic to fight for life 
against cholera, fever and starvation." 


"We were supposed to have started on 


that retreat." said Haller, "with a Serb 
army of over two hundred thousand 
men and seventy-five thousand Austrian 
prisoners. 
Xot .more than a hundred 


and fifty thousand of tho whole lot got 
over tht; mountains. 
It was not b«- 


causc the Austrians or the Bulgarians 
pursued us. however, with much activ- 
ity. We died merely because of disease, 
hunger nnd exhaustion. 


"The worst part of the journey began 


at the Albanian frontier. 
The Albani- 


ans have in times past been badly 
treated by the Serbs, and they took this 
Vhancc to square ol'd scores. They shot, 
killed, robbed-and murdered us at every 
step of the way. 
For instance, at 


Linn, some Serb officers and a company 
of stragglers on horseback were met in 
tlie middle of the road by a few peas- 
ants and ordered to give up their horses 
and their money. It was plain highway 
robbery, and they refused. The peasants 
ran away and within a couple of mfn- 
ute's more than a thousand shots were! 
fired out of the bushy hillside, killing 
most of the Serbs. 
.'•'The food problem was terrific even 
in Albania'. A half pound of bread was 
sold at ten dinars, about two dollars. 
As I had a little money at Stum I 
bought five pounds of oka beans. 
Had 


1 not been able to get these beans, I 
would today be a dead man. 
T had, 


just said to myself 'I can't go any 
further,' when t persuaded a peasant 
woman to sell me the beans. 1 ate beans 
t\\ ice -a dav. making a sort of soup out 
,of them, putting in a little salt. 
At 


that 1 Was far luckier than the fellows 
who had to boil harness leather for five- 
or six hours in order to make the hot 
water taste like soup. 1 saw men act 
like savages, eating 
pieces »f brown 


paper. 


"There were pdrhaps not more than 


two thousand women among the retreat- 
ing horde with us and it is a fact worth 
recording that they were kindly treated 
and given whatever comforts were avail- 
able by soldiers who were otherwise 
dead to every feeling. I have seen 
such men. gaunt, staggering along, Italf- 
nakcd, with a few pieces of cloth for 
shoes, unable to 
< speak, 
with barely 


strength left to stop near a dying horse 
and cut a stringy steak from its flank, 
straighten up for a moment near one of 
the women's carts and smilingly tender 
their last mouthful- of food to some of 
tlie women. 


"The treatment of the women of this 


dreadful retreat was to me the most 
wonderful, the most moving, the most 
heroic part of the whole retreat. These 
poor women in their flight from their 
homes had in many cases been unable 
to bring enough clothes to cover them. 
Often they were without stockings or 
underskirts, or hats or shawl? or cloaks.

I have seen time and time again some 
freezing soldier take off his overcoat 
uiid force it upon some one of these 
women, and seeui almost ashamed to 
look upon her shivering body as lie 
made the offer. 
Then he would search 


alonp the road for hours until he was 
able to strip some dead man of his 
clothes to replace that which he bad =o 
freely given." 


What Huller regarded as his most re- 


markable experience was the*-sight at 
a mad soldier dying from starvation. 


"Clothed only in a ragged undershirt he 
was running barefoot down a snow- 
covered Albanian road straight as an 
arrow, bellowing as he ran," he said. 
"He ran on and on down that road, see- 
ing nothing yet wonderfully avoiding 
stumbling over the bodies of other dead 
and dying soldiers and the meat-stripped 
carcasses of tlie army horses wl^eli 
blocked the way. Suffering intensely a* 
I myself was. I turned and watched 
this strange figure. At last a half mile 
down the road he pitched forward and 


as I passed him later I saw he was 
stone dead." 


"Other than that incident there is one 


other that will stick in my memory so 
long as I live." said Haller. ''This wa^ 
the hanging of a Scrh mother by the 
Austrian troops before I was made a 
prisoner. 
\\"e were marching across a 


rough country near Loclmitzer when wr 
stopped near a waysi'de hut at its spring 
to get a drink. 
Colonel Heill of ou>' 


regiment also went to get a drink. As 
he arose from the spring a shot came

It is Put of Transforma- 


tion Made by War in 


England. 


Londoa, 'March 20.—(Corre*pondttice 


of The Associated Press.1.—Hardly less 
remarkable than the swift transforma- 
tion of England into a. powerful mili- 
tary iiatioiilias betu the silent upheaval 
that has plated the civil work aud the 
industries of the workshops in the 
liauds of woufeu. It has been estimated 
from official figures that there jverc 
fully 2,000,000 more women in active 
employ on March 1, 1916, than on the 
corresponding day twelve months earlier. 
Moreover, the number is increasing week 
by week. 


Every claw of women, including those 


previously regarded as 
leisured aud 


well-to-do, are adding to tbe total. The 
call 13 reaching the remotes' hamlets as 
well as the quiet market towns, and 
the women and girls arc responding. The 
women arc mobilizing in a great army 
ready to serve wherever they are most 
needed—even to the hard labor of the 
tilling of the soil. 


Such changes in the national, com 


mercial and industrial spheres -are uat 
uraJly creating considerable readjust- 
ment of social conditions with the re 
suit that the Young Women's Christiui 
Association, Women's t'nions. suffrage 
organizations and scores of 
women' 


clubs are confronted with many new 
probllms in helping to care for the tliou 
sands of women suddenly thrown int< 
a new environment. 


The initial difficulty to be dealt wit! 


has been that of housing the worker 
in th« munition factories. All sorts c 
factories have been requisitioned in t!i 
provincial towns up and clown the conn 
try, calling for large drafts of worker 
from outside. Lodgings havp been hard 
to find, and. of course, following all 
laws of supply nnd demand, have been 
costly, even if they could be found at 
all. 
Railway 
communications 
with 


places at any distance have been un- 
satisfactory, especially for those on the 
night shifts. 
Only in the larger cen- 


ters of population has the service of 
tram pars or omnibuses boon of any 
help to those living nt a distance. 


Thousands upon thousands of young 


women and-girls were suddenly shifted 
from their familiar surroundings in the 
larger cities to the new life in the coun- 
try where many of the huge munition 
factories have been erected. 
The man- 


ufacture of high explosives is not ni>r- 
inittcd in the vicinity of homes. There- 
fore, canteens had to be established 
close to such works so that the women 
would not have to go long distances for 
their meals, and relieve them of much i ^ 
fatigue and strain.

Perhaps the ideal 
conditions have 


•been reached by one famous firm en- 
gaged in the manufacture of cordite. A 
colony for the workers was erected in n 
long .scries nf wooden huts each con- 
taining some twenty-i'ight two-bedded 
rooms. 
In the center of all is a dining 


hall with a perfectly equipped kitchen, a 
recreationtroom. and a small model hos- 
pital. As soon us these plans have been 
approved the firm had one of thi> wom- 
en's organizations take up tiie responsi- 
bilities for them in behalf of the girls 
mplored.

and markets, who says that several mil- 
lion consumers suffer in health nnd purse 
from the widespread practice of stufiin-; 
the crops of birds to increase the weight. 
Conditions investigated and described by 
the federal department of agriculture 
two years ago still persist, -Mr. Dillon 
declared.
